John Grisworthy, in a recent maga 
zinc article, speaks of six new fac 
tors which have come into the life of 
the civilized world. 
The first is “the division, deep and 
subtle, 
between 
those 
who 
have 
fought and those who have uot.’’ 
He 
thinks this may perhaps disappear in 
America, 
for 
“the 
proportion 
of 
Americans who actually fought has 
been small, compared with the num­ 
be r in any belligerent European coun­ 
try.” Also, the iron had not time to 
en ter th3 souls of American soldiers. 
b u t in Europe, “this factor is 
very 
trem endous and will take a long time 
lo wear away. Life has changed 
so 
greatly for those who fought that the 
cid sanctions, old values, won’t hold. 
A kind of unreality must needs cling 
about their lives." 
T he second main factor is the dis* 
appearance of 
the old 
autocracies. 
This puts a very heavy burden 
of 
education of the average voter upon 
th e Arts, the Schools, the Press, upon 
Public Men. They must take hold of 
this burden keenly and nobly. 
The third factor is of a different 
kind—exploitation of 
the air. W hat 
it will do to the world can hardly bt* 
overestimated. 
The fourth factor is Bolshevism and 
the social unrest. “Co-operation in its 
true sense of 
spontaneous 
friendli­ 
ness between man and man has never 
been tried. Perhaps human nature in 
the large eau never rise to that ideal" 
— but he hopes it can. 
T he fifth factor is the impetus to­ 
w ards a League of Nations. "May I 
rem ind 
Americans 
that during 
toe 
first years of the war there was prac­ 
tically 
the sam e 
general American 
reluctance 
to interfere 
in 
an old- 
world struggle: and th at in the end 
America found it was not an old-world, 
but a world struggle? It is 
entirely 
reasonable to dislike snatching chest­ 
f u ls out of the fire for other people, 
and to shun departure from the letter 
cf cherished tradition; but things do 
not stand still in this world; storm 
centers shift; and live doctrines often 
become dead dogma.’'

Be ter architecture for the bus­ 
iness section of Pasadena, is be­ 
ing agitated by citizens who be­ 
lieve that the city-at-large and in­ 
dividual ow ners 
of 
property as 
well, will be benefitted by making 
commercial structures relatively 
as attractive as the beautiful res­ 
idences for which the city is fam­ 
ed. 
The m at er has already been 
discussed by the directors of the 
board of trade and will be taken 
up with the architects of tho city 
later to enlist th eir co-operation. 
Rev. Ellis Bishop, wTio is acii'ely 
interested in the movement, in a 
published statem ent, says: 
"Those familiar with what has 
been accomplished in beauty of 
architecture of buildings used for 
commercial purjioses abroad know­ 
how well worth while the effort 
in this direction is. 
In French 
cities, especially in Paris, one is 
struck by the beauty of design 
in the shops and factories. 
But 
this is not confined to Europe, 
America is catching the spirit and 
all over the east the sam e tiling 
is emerging. 
On Fifth Avenue, 
in New York, the ugly, colorless 
and conventional shop is fast be­ 
ing replaced by buildings varying 
in style of architecture but uni­ 
formly beautiful of design. 
In 
one or two small centers In Mas­ 
sachusetts where a central com­ 
mittee has been chosen to pass 
on plans, the entire village in its 
business district has been tra n s­ 
formed from a thing of ugliness 
to a thing of beauty. 
An inter­ 
esting group of 
such 
buildings 
may be seen at Beverly Farm s. 
Throughout New England 
there 
are springing up factories of all 
sorts w’hieh 
are 
architecturally 
geed and an addition to the land­ 
scape. 
What a contrast to the 
old, unsightly factory of the past. 
"An interesting reature of this 
movem ent for higher idealism iii 
commercial architecture is that 
where it is put into operation it 
is found, on the whole, to be no 
more coati} 
than the 
common­ 
place and ugly business block of 
the past and where oo-operativo 
effort has been realized the grad­ 
ual 
traasform ation 
lias been a 
m atter of pride to the whole com­ 
munity. 
"A thing to be emphasized is 


that such a plan does not add to 
(he expense of building, th at in 
many cases typical 
plans 
for 
store fronts have been freely of­ 
fered by the city to builders and 
th a t such buildings 
when 
com­ 
pleted 
command 
better 
rents 
from tenanis. 
Tile only thing 
essential to the accomplishment 
of this end is public interest and 
oo-opemtion. 
Surely it is not too 
good for Pasadena." 
P asadena is net the first citr­ 
in Southern California to take up 
the question of better architec­ 
tu re for business districts. 
It 
has been agitated in S an ta B ar­ 
bara, Riverside, 
Ojai, 
Fullerton 
and other places. 
In most cases 
Hie adoption 
of 
a 
distinctive 
style of architecture has been urg­ 
ed. 
T he so-called .Mission Style, 
developed in California 
and 
its 
prototyjffe, 
Spanish 
renaissance, 
have been most in favor as re­ 
flecting historical 
traditions 
of 
th e Pacific Coast. 
All th e build­ 
ings on Main street in the town 
of Ojai were reconstructed in Mis­ 
sion style of architecture several 
years ago. 
This is th e m ost not­ 
able instance of an effective a t­ 
tem pt to establish an harm onious 
architectural 
schem e 
in 
any 
Southern California town. 
Re vt Mr. Bishop’s assertion th at 
it bas been proven an attractiv e­ 
ly designed building 
costs 
no 
m ore than an ugly one,*tnerely 
confirms the judgm ent 
and 
ex­ 
perience of architects and build­ 
ers who have given careful study 
to the m atter. 
It is unfortunate­ 
ly a popular notiou th at a build­ 
ing to be cheap m ust be shorn 
of architectural lines and embel­ 
lishment. 
A building 
m ay 
be 
l>lain and still be architecturally 
attractive. 
O rnam entation is not 
essential. 
lr is purely a m atter 
of proper design and proportion. 
Moreover 
w hatever 
ex tra 
cost 
may be entailed in having a build­ 
ing designed in good architectural 
style is more than offset by the 
additional value which good a r­ 
chitecture gives t,g it. An a ttra c t­ 
ive building will com m and higher 
rent than an ugly one in the bus­ 
i n e s s district of any city. 
A well 
designed and we’l planned busi­ 
ness building is alw ays a better 
investment than one lacking in 
good architectural features.

connection 
with the question of a city owned fire 
Hall some furth er views on this m at­ 
ter may tend to bring to the .general 
notice eth er considerations along this 
line. 
The time is uot far distant, in fact 
Is really now here. when Santa Ana 
should realize th a t our city hall is 
not re&Ily adequate for 
the 
city's 
needs and th at every day that the 
question of a new location is put off 
the more obstacles get in the way. 
At the present tim e there is a city 
block practically vacant in the heart 
of the city. 
I refer to the block .be­ 
tween Firsr and Second streets and 
^Broadway and Sycamore. 
P resum ­ 
a b ly this block could be obtained at 
a more reasonable figure now than lat­ 
er on mid it would be an ideal loca­ 
tion for a group of new city build­ 
ings. 
If the city should consider the ac­ 
quisition of this or some other con­ 
venient property it would possibly be 
the p art of wisdom to pay the in­ 
creased reuL for the present fire hail 
until some definite action could be 
taken tow ards e central scheme. 
Although practically 
every 
arg u­ 
ment Is in favor of a municipally own­ 
ed fire-hall, yet th e location of the 
present jail is open to alm ost as se­ 
rious* objections as th e location of 
the present fire hall, chief of which 
is the narrowness of Sycam ore street! 
and 
tho incidental congestion ocoa-1 
stoned by autom obiles being parked 
on each side of the street. 
If th* location which I have m e n -1 
Honed was obtained, the fire hall could 
be located on th e Broadway frontage, 
which would giy* an ideal chance for 
a get-away for foe fire apparatus. 
It would of course not be absolutely 
necessary to erect a now- city hall at 
present, hut a general schem e could 
bo arrived at lyid such buildings erect­ 
ed as are at present needed, includ­ 
ing the new fire hall. 
The balance 
of the site could he laid out and land­ 
scaped until such tim e as the city 
was in a position 
to 
com plete the 
scheme. 
By such a method ms this Santa 
Ana would got ritj of file poor adver­ 
tisem ent of that vacant block in the 
center of the city ani also be pre ­ 
pared with a centrally located site 
without having to buy out a lot of 
buildings when the tim e comes for a 
new’ city hall.

Can Send Christmas 
Boxes to Red Cross 
Personnel In Europe 


The American Red Cross lias under­ 
taken to send Christmas boxes from 
friends and relatives here to Ameri­ 
can Red Cross personnel in Europe. 
The conditions under which these box­ 
es will be sent have been announced 
by local Red Cross headquarters, fol­ 
lowing an order from division head­ 
quarters, as follows: 
“The boxes are to be six inches 
square and eighteen inches long in 
their outside 
measurements. 
They 
should tie made of heavy cardboard, 
corrugated board or other material 
insuring receipt of the box In New 
York in perfect condition. 
The max­ 
im'im weight should be fifty pounds. 
All liquids, poisons, explosives, inflam. 
a ’>le. fragile, or perishable articles are 
excluded, also, all artices which might 
spoil other contents. 
Glass contain­ 
ers are prohibited. 
Tile boxes must 
be prepaid and bear the full address 
of the consignee and the sender. 
AU 
boxes should be sent 
parcel 
post,, 
special delivery or express, and they 
should be submitted to the local post 
office 
authorities 
for 
acceptance 
through the mails. 
Pack so as to al­ 
low easy inspection. 
If it is neces­ 
sary the boxes may be addressed to 
the consignee in care of the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross warehouse, 24 Bush 
Terminals, Brooklyn, New York. Box­
